Clinton and has a good yield record 
la central Illinois. 
It is resistant 
la ra ta t af stem rust but ia sus­ 
ceptible to race 7. 
Garry is a variety developed in 
Canada and is recommended only 
for northern Illinois 
It matures 
from 7 to IO days later than Clin 
toe and is resistant to both races 
7 and I of stem rust and moder J 
ately resistant to leaf rust. It has I 
been one of the highest yielding 
varieties at the experiment field 
in DeKalb county. 
Bead of these new varieties will 
bt available, but quantities may 
be limited. Scott suggests that, if 
you want to grow any of them, i 
you get a list of certified growers 
from year farm adviser and buy 
your seed right away. 
If you can’t get one of the new 
varieties, these older ones are still 
on the recommended list: Clarion, 
Clintland, Clinton (ll or 59), Ne 
malta, Sauk, and Waubay for the 
northern half of Illinois; Missouri J 
0305 for central and southern Illi­ 
nois; tad Andrew for the southern 
half of the state.

VCe have found that it’s hard to

Feed Powdered 
Wood to Dairy 
Calves on Test 


URBANA—Powdered wood is one 
of the ingredients being fed to a 
group of dairy calves on test at 
the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture. 
J. H. Byers, research dairyman 
in charge 
of the 
experiments, 
points out that this wood is 99.2 
percent pure cellulose. 
For that 
reason it is one of the almost pure 
energy sources 
in a continuing 
search for a purified diet that will 
put normal gains on dairy calves. 
Other pure ingredients in Byers’ 
diet include soybean protein, min­ 
erals; corn oil, sucrose sugar and 
corn starch. 
The scientist is looking for a 
purified diet so that he can pre­ 
cisely measure all of the various 
ingredients. 
Then he can know 
exactly how much of each ingred­ 
ient is in the feed. 
A purified diet is needed. Byers 
says, because it is impossible with 
present laboratory methods to com­ 
pletely analyze hay and identify 
all of the nutriets it contains. Hay 
is one of the principal feeds in a 
normal dairy ration. 
Final step in the purified diet 
research is to collect the waste 
materials from each animal and 
analyze it in the laboratory. Meas- I 
uring the amount of each ingred 
ient in the waste tells the scientist I 
how much of each the animal has 
used. 
Calves on the present expert- j 
mental purified diet have gained 
as much as one pound a day com­ 
pared w ith about two pounds a day 
for similar calves on a normal 
diet. 
But some factor or factors 
are still missing in the purified 
diet. 
Even the best performing 
calves have died after 160 days on 
the experimental diet. 
Byers and other scientists work 
ing on this form of experimental 
diet are looking for the right com­ 
bination of pure nutrients that will 
grow- the experimental calves thru 
maturity and as fast as their bro­ 
thers and sisters on normal ra 
tions.

Every bartender and liquor deal­ 
er would do well to lock up their 
places of business and, “leave all 
and follow Jesus.” 
This sound* 
insane to them now, but the day 
w ill soon come when they will wish 
over and over that they had done 
so. 
Jesus demands full allegiance of 
all of us. 
CONCLUSION (V. 10-13) Jesus 
loves all people. He loves the sin­ 
ner. 
He warns all of us that we 
must not be hypocrites. Some folks 
today pull their robes of self-right­ 
eousness 
about 
them and hold 
themselves aloof from the sinner. 
This is not Jesus’ way.
